Mr. Desmarias, patriarch of the family that controls Power Corp. served on the 
board of the French Oil conglomerate Total from from January 1999 till May 2002 when he 
gave his seat to his son Paul Desmarais Jr. Power Corp. continues to own a significant 
share of Total. Total is infamous for its involvement in a pipeline in Burma in which it 
partnered with the Burmese military and UNOCAL . Construction of the pipeline caused severe 
environmental destruction, the forced relocation of thousands and benefited from child and 
forced labor provided by the very same villagers who were forced at gun point to leave 
their homes.
